, Help Your Own Business Men. 


Editor of the Townsman: ‘ 


I notice by your issue of Nov. 17 that 
one individual was picked out from a 
list-of seores-or more and put before 
the public, vot by name, but with a 
tale, which brings his countenance be- 
fore his townspeople for buying meats 
and other prov@™ons, in Lawrence: 
Now I ask how_many more are. there 
in Andover, who go to Lawrence not 
only to buytheat, but articles of every 
description; aad who not only buy, 
but send all their. work to Lawrence 
and neighboring towns because they 
think they save a few cents (which is 
not always the case), without regard to 
| thei injury they are doing to their own 
town. What-do-your butchers, gro- 
cers and other 
town do when they havea wagon or 
house to be painted, furniture to be 
repaired, horse to be shod and hun- 
dreds of other things too numerous, to 
mention? Do they always: remember 
that there are such places in Andover, 
ready to do all this kind of work? Why 
most certainly they do when they want 
to get trusted, but if they havea del 
lar-in money to spend, Lawrence is 
-the place that needs it. Now, Ido not 
meun that business men are the only 
ones that do this way, but that the 
‘majority-of the-peoplermtown=de=the- 
same thing. Yetsome of the people 
in Andover are very good and thought- 
ful about such things and try to ‘take 
an- interest .in home affairs. How 
often do we hear the remark, what a 
dull place Andover is; why one would 
think the people were ‘all dead, 


What-is the cause of this? If-you 
are going to carry all the money and 
all the business out of town, how can 
it_be otherwise than dead? If the peo- 
ple in Lawrence should say we can’t 
get anything we wish here, I gucss we 
‘will go to Lowell or, Haverhill to. buy 
and carry our work’ there, how long 
would it be before Lawrence would be 
as dead as Andover? 


We often hear people also say_ they 
charge so much here for everything, 
that we cannot stand it. I have been 
a citizen of this town for several years 
and have done a little trading out of 
town, and I find that on an average I 
can buy as cheap or cheaper in Ando- 
‘ver than I can elsewhere, and I, like 
-many others, find that all goods in 
Andover are cheap when I do not have 
the.money and cannot get. trusted out 
of town. ; One of the reasons for some 
things being a little higher, is the fact 
that.only a small quautity is sold. * Of 
course jf the stove-man sells only one 
stove a year, he would need to get five 
hundred dollars forit, but if he sells 
five hundred stoves a year he is satis- 
fied with two or three dollars profit. 
Just so it goes with everything. You 
say support your local paper, so do I, 
and also support all home industry. 
We must hold together and help each 
other and protect local industry, if we 
wish ‘to see our town keep on a level 


} with others. 


Societies got up to send money to 
foreign lands or far off towns are not a 
protection to home industry. They 


only make the town poorer, cause men’ 


to lose their business, fill up the poor- 
houses, make people who would be 
people of society and a help to the town 
throw away their lives and lower them- 
selves to the lowest with disgust in try- 
ing to keep their families together. 
Now I say we don't ask to have money 
or clothes given us to keep us from 
going to the poorhouse this winter, but 
if the people of Andover would bea 

little nrere brotherlyand put every dul: 
lar’s worth of business in the hands of 
Andover’s “business people, 
would be better, business’) making and 
money more plenty. A’ new hotel 
would be well enough, but. it, is no 
help-to the poor man. We need more 
industries so the poor can help them- 
selves,

On which we rely. 

Throughout.the Revolution the annual” 
observance of Thanksgiving day wasduly 
recognized by. congress. After peace, 
however, it was thought to be no longer 


the constitution was made a national 


President Washington. Like rejoicings 
took place in celebration of the suppres- 
sion of insurrection in 1795 and the 
restoration of peace in 1815. The first 
‘Thursday-in-November.was.recommend- 
ed as a day of national thanksgiving by 
the prayer book of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church in 1789, since when other. 
denominations have made similar provi- 
sions. The governor of New York 70 
years ago appointed a regular day, and 
the other northern states quickly fol- 
lowed, the southern states joining in aft- 
er the war. 

The staid and chastened rejoicing with 
which the honest but austere pilgrim 
fathers observed the day may be learned 
from the proclamation in 1657 of Petrus 
Stuyvesant, or rather of the counc'l of 
the New Netherlands, in which he en 
joins thankfulness, but forbids certain 
worldly pleasures in the following words: 

In order that these services may ‘be observed 
with the greatest harmony the director gen- 
eraland council forbid during the exercises 
on the said day of Thanksgiving all such pleas- 
ures as playing tennis or ball, hunting, fishing, 
driving, plowing, mowing, together with all for- 
bidden plays, as dice, conviviality and such like, 
under pain of arbitrary banishment, and we ad- 
monish at the same:time all ministers of the 
holy gospel within our jurisdiction to formulate 
their sermons and prayers accordingly. Given 
in council held at Fort Amsterdam,in New 
Netherlands, 6ih of February, 1607. 

As to the cause for national thanks- 
giving, no true American can say there 
is not abundant reason for thankfulness. 
This-is the year-of- the- commemoration 
of the centenary of the institution, 
greater liberty is_enjoyed. than in per- 
haps any other country, and while there 
always will be rich and poor, there are 
less poverty and higher wages propor+ 
tionately for workmen than in any other 
country in the world. The chances of 
rising to wealth are open to all. The 
laboring man of today may possibly be a 
millionaire 10 or 20 yearshence. The 
agricultural resources of the country are 
so great that double the present popula- 
tion of this country could .be sustained 
in the United States without increasing 
the area of a single farm or adding one 
to their number’ by merely bringing the 
product up tothe standard of reasonably 
good agriculture. Besides this, there 
might remain for export twice the quan- 
tity required for home use, which could 
be sent abroad to feed the hungry. 

The first Thanksgiving proclamation 
of Washington aS president of the United 
States was. made in New York on Oct. 
8, 1789, setting apart Thursday, Nov. 
26, of that year ‘‘to be devoted by the 

people of these states to the service of 
that great and glorious Being who is the 
Author of all the good that is, that was 
or that will be,” etc. 

His second Thanksgiving proitatnie- 
tion was'madein Philadelphia on Jan. 1, 
1795, the occasion “to be one of ‘special 
‘observance, 

Of--all -the- Thankagiving proclama- 
tions ever iseued, that which caused the 
bitterest comment was the one by Gov- 
ernor John Jay of New York. It stands 
sonspicuous in the pages of history by 
tarking the acrimony and enmity of 
his-assailants in the way in which it is 
worded, and is as follows: 

Whereas, The governor of the state of New 
York is vested with authority to appoint a day 
for this purpose, and to reqtlire and enjoin the 
observance of it is m question which, circum- 
sStanced as it is, 1 consider as being more ap- 
propriate for the legislaturethan for me to de- 
cide, But, as the people of thisstate have con- 
stituted me their chief magistrate, and being 
perfectly convinced that national prosperity 

obtained and ought to obtain national grati- 
tude. to the Supreme Ruler of all nations, | 
think it appropriate to recommend, and. | 
therefore do earnestly recommend, .to the 
elergy and others of my fellow citizens through. 
out thisstate to set apart Thursday, the 26th 
ef November, for the purpose aforesaid and to 
observe it accordingly, 

The question why the turkey becomes 
the national bird, as far asthe table is 

| con¢erned, on Thanksgiving day has nev- 
| er been ‘settled and’ probably never will 
| be. Most likely it is because this gallina- 
ceous fowl is in primie order for killing 
| at this time and possibly because: most 
| of the pilgrim fathers cried ‘‘Turkey!” at 
their first Thanksgiving feast. The same 
' mystery prevails regarding the associa- 
tion of cranberry sauce with turkey at 
this time. It will probably never be re- 
vealed. “Let those who wish to lift the 
veil beware lest their curiosity to see 
what is hidden may reveal a cause so 
utterly prosaic as to take away some of 
the charms of a feast consecrated by 
over two centuries of observance.

DEAR Sir.—Iam sorry that Mr, Star- 
buck, whose go d opinion I should high] 
prize, is so. much disturbed over my lit- 
tle brochure on “Ministers and Mobs” 
(first published in the Bibliotheca Sacra, 
for October, 1892, soon after the Home- 

“stead riots.) I give below the paragraph 
which seems to have caused most offence, 
- simply remarking that Mr. Starbuck:has 
much greater confidence in the ability of 
‘anybody to find a ‘‘thus saith the Lord” 
for the. business disturbances of the pres- 
ent time than I-have, and that the minis- 
ters for-the next few years are likely to 
have much greater success in-using the 
gospel to comfort the hearts of the dis- 
appointed, and to alleviate the sorrows of 
those who are at their wits’ end to know 
what to do in-presence of the new busi- 
ness problems which are constantly aris- 
ing, than in giving their strength to the 
promotion of any of the many attractive 
cure-alls that are being offered for the 
world’s relief. ‘There is, I believe, « real 
danger of making a ‘fad’ of the study of 
socialistic themes in -theological se mi- 
navies, diverting the ‘minds of the stu- 
dents from the weightier matters which 
properly belong to their high calling, 
while at the best giving them only an 
appearance, of wisdom upon subjects 
which more and more stagger those who 
bestow their life-long attention upon 
them, 
The following is the paragraph: 


In the improvement of public: senti- 
ment the ministry, it is clear, can be suc- 
cessful only as they have some real light 
toshed. The greatest danger is that, on 
sociological questions, they will become. 
sciolists and charlatans, accepting crude 
theories of social reform; aethe great 
desideratum, without due comprehension 
of the complicated nature of, the ques- 
tions involved. We may well look with 

Bs phon aoa upon the efforts to make 
political economists and social reformers 
out of theological students. A little 
knowledge on these, as on all other sub- 
jects, is a dangerous thing, unless the 
possessor of it knows how little itis. In 
general, we may say that lawyers and 
judges and business men .and statesmen 
of large calibre are the ones to. who 
must be-entrusted the niain burden an 
responsibility ofthis delicate task of re- 
adjustment. For the most part, theclergy 
will have e-ough to do in building up 
the true moral tibre of their young men 
and women, iti rousing ‘their dormant 


spiritual energies, and in bringing them, 


true comfort and. guidance. under the in- 
evitable sorrows and disappointments 
which are the common lot of humanity 
in the world,

The dill is radical in its reduction of du- 
ties aud conforma nearly to the Chiesgo 
platform and the promi-es mide last fall 
by the Democratic party to the peop'e 
Chairman Wilson, who will have charge 
of the bill in the house, is confident that 
he will.be_able to carry it through that 
body without any important changes.
